Committee on Rules 
Will Recommend a Wotian’s Suffrage Com- 
mittee—Election of Senate Officers—Ma- 
hone and Riddleberger Vote With the Re- 
publicans—Capitat Notes.

WASHINGTON, D. ©., December 18.—Mr. Filley 
is still here. He disclaims any efforts im regard 
to the Post Office, but talks on most other stib- 
jects. Being asked to-day if the reguiar- State 
Republican Committee of Missourl had béen yet 
called to meet, he replied: 

“No, it has not been called. No hasty nor sep- 
arate action has been intenaed. There is no par- 
pose to bring Missouri, which has no électoral 
vote forthe Republican nominees, whoever they 
may be,, tothe front to have it lead off, thereby 
compromising the Repubtican States, which are al 
ready extrémely sehsitive about thé alleged at- 
tempt of the Southern States to control the next 
national convention. It was the sole purpose of 
the regular committee to secure ove united call 
and thereby one conyention, one sét of delegates 
and one State committee. This not in thé mterést 
of any candidate, but in the interest of the party. 
This has been the only course advised or that 
our committee, to my knowledge, 
intended. Thereby neither the party 
nor the administration would, as now, 
be compromised and be placed in the false 
light of ape yo an administratton figttt for the 
delegation of Missouri by the inconsiderate and 
hasty action of individuals. Thus the field 
wonld be left opento consult the interests of the 
whole party and to co-operate with the sentiments 
and action of the anes Republican States iike 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and the doubtful 
State of Indiana, from which the necgssary vote 
to elect must come,” 

“Will the State Committee represented by you 
be called together?” 

“Yes, to take such steps as are demanded for 
the unity and \success of the State and National

STREETS AND GAS. 

After a struggle of several years, and in 
the face of loud protests from property-own- 
ets, and at thé end of several law-suits, the 
city has finally entered into a general and 
extensive street improvement system, at the 
expense of adjoining property. The cost 
will reach about $2,000,000, taken out of the 
pockets of real estate owners. That it was a 
great burden on them no one will deny. One 
of their principal complaints was that streets 
were no sooner reconstructed than they were 
torn up, and never were and could not be 
repaired into their original condition. The 
city government has 80 often and openly 
avowed its fntention to make the new recon- 
struction in such a way as not to require or 
permit the tearing of them up, and it has 
added so much more expense to the manner 
of the reconstruction, in order that it should 
be permanent, that it is pledged to act in 
good faith and not to allow a wholesale dig- 
ging up of the streets. 

Real estate pays the bulk of all our 
taxes. Its proprietors constitute a major- 
ity of our people, and acts of wanton 
tyranny over their property ought not to be 
tolerated. The defacement of streets is a 
direct injury to the whole community. The 
great cost of granite and asphaltum recon- 
struction was advanced only on the ground 
of the necessity of permanent, smooth, un- 
broken streets to a great city like St. Louis. 

Under these circumstances the proposition 
contained in Mr. Rowsz’s gas charter to au- 
thorize a new gas company to dig up any or 
all of the streets of the city in order to lay 
its mains, at its pleasure, is monstrous. The 
company is required to dig up one hundred 
and twenty miles of streets in six years, or 
to “acquire” that amount of mains, or street 
pipes. Even Mr. Rowse will not pretend 
that any new company can sell a foot of gas 
in the old company’s district so long as 
Judge LuBKE’s injunctionjstands, which will 
be for years to come, or that the 
new company is obliged to sell for 
less than gas is now sold _ for 
in the Laclede district, and his 
bill leaves the majority of gas consumers 
who live in the outer portions of the city 
wholly unprovided for, so that no benefit 
can accrue to gas consumers for many years. 

The multiplication of gas companies has 
been tried in London, New York, Brooklyn, 
Baitimore, New Orleans and other cities, 
and has proved a dead failure, resulting in 
the destruction of streets, large speculations 
for the manipulations of city rulers,and hich 
prices of gas to the people. Philadelphia, 
which owns its own gas works, is far better 
off than any of the other cities in this re- 
spect. 

The two old companies have over three 
hundred miles of street pipes. If the*new 
company is to supercede the old ones, of 
course it will have to tear up the three hun- 
dred miles of streets of the city. Otherwise, 
where is the benefit of the competition ? 

But the new company may “acquire”’ its 
pipes. From whom? Who ofall the world 
has the pipes? The two old companies 
alone. The law requires the title of an 
ordinance to express its object. Mr. 
Stone should offer another amendment 
to change the title of this bili to 
“An Ordinance for the Benefit of 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company. “Since it 
has been pending in the Council the old 
monopoly’s stock has risen to the enormous 
figures of 340 bid. If it passes it will be 
worth still more. 

Ifthe new company isto dig up all the 
streets to lay down its mains, then street 
reconstruction should stop. If itis to ac- 
quire its mains from the old companies, 
then there can be no competition, but only a 
flagrant bartering away of the city’s fran- 
chise and the mastership it now holds over the 
gas situation to gas speculators. The prop- 
osition is too important, the arrant specula- 
flon too plain and naked to excuse or 
palliate the passage of such an ordinance. 


Tue State Supreme Court now has before 
it a petition for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the School Directors of District 5, in Cal- 
loway County, to setaparta prorata share 
of all schoo] taxes for the benefit of the col- 
ored children, the colored people having 
offered to add enough from their private 
means to maintain a four-months’ colored 
school. A local tax of 60 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars having been voted to maintain a 
school four months, and the proceeds not be- 
ing sufficient for two schools, it is alleged that 
twenty-two white children are provided for, 
while eighteen colored ones are left out. The 
duty of the directors, under the lawin such 
cases, has been a matter of dispute, and the 
object of this proceeding is to obtain a fina] 


interpretation of the law on that point. 
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SEVERAL aspiring cities, ambitious of the 
distinction of holding the National Conven- 
tion within their limits, are trying to ad- 
vance the theory that the holding of the Con- 
vention in the State is necessary to “save 
the State.” The trouble about this theory is 
that, while it is very convenient for the State 
which géts the Convention, it wreaks merci- 
less slaughter and desolation upon the States 
that are “left.” Inasmuch as the Conven- 
tion can be held in only one place, it is 
better not to insist too much on the absolute 
necessity of holding it in several other 
places.

The Defendants in the Emma 
Bond Case. 


Skétches of the Legal Lights—The Judge— 
The Scene. in Court—Yesterday’s Evi- 
dence.

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

HILusporo, ILu., December 17.—As indicated 
in my letter yesterday, to-day was taken up by 
the prosecution in endeavoring to show by @ 
collection of circumstances that the defendants 
ure guilty. The proceedings of the day up to 3 
o’clock.in the afternoon you received by tele- 
graph. After that time witnesses were put on to 
show that Clementi joined in a searching party, 
all of whom were on horseback, and separated 
from his companions with the intention of riding 
along one road to Blue Mound. He was mounted 
ona bay mare, a first-class pacer, which was 
shod with pacing shoes or plates, shoes without 
heels. The witnesses examinea upon this sub- 
ject explained to the jury that Clementi, Instead 
of riding in the directionjne said he would when 
he lett the party, turned the mare’s bead around 
and rode to the Pettus farm.

see him do this, but they tracked the hoofmarks 
of a horse which was shod with plates to that 
int. The hoofmarks terminated at the Pettus 
arm. At the point where they ended were the 
hoofmarks also of a shod horse and an unshod 
mule, The footprints of men on the 
dicated to the minds of the witnesses that Clem- 
enti had ridden to the Pettus farm and held & con- 
sultation there with two men. Judge Thornton, 
the leading counsel for the defense, cross-exam- 
ined the witnesses very closely. It appears taat 
on the night of the outrage there was a hard rain 
arain so heavy that a numberof culverts and 
bridges were washed away. Judge Thornton 
asked each witness particularly peta b what time 
they considered must have ela between: the 
time these hoofmarks were made anu the time 
they saw them. Of course they could only have 
be made that morning, as the rain would 
obliterated them haa they been 
made the night or day before. Other witnesses 
were called in to prove that Lee Pettus wore, the 
day after the outrage, low-quarter shoes and red- 
striped stockings. Miss Bond, it will be remem- 
bered, testified that one of herassailants was so 
shod. James Wickens testified that after 
Clementi had been arrested, Clementi asked if it 
would be permitted to him to see John Moutgom- 
ery; that he was told he could not, and that at 
one time he passed a man he stpposed to be Lee 
Pettus, and called to him; that m talking about 
the matter he sald two men named Van Viiet and 
Cunningham might have committed the outrage. 
When Judge Thornton took the witness in hand, 
Wickens admitted that he had told Ciementi that 
be would help getaropeto hang the ravishers, 
and that he asked Clementi to tell what he knew 
avout it. Jacob Yaughey produced a map 
of the _ vicinity where the outra was 
perpetrated and showed it to the jury. is testi- 
mony was to the effect that when the crowd gath- 
ered at the schoolhouse the morning after Miss- 
Bond had told of her frightful experience he and 
Mr. Bond were talking about the ponsteisay of 
the deed having been committed by tramps or 
strangers, and that Wm. Montgomery (now dead 
said: “It was no ge work.” e admitt 
that at that time he disliked Monigomery and 
Pettis; that they were not on friendly terms.

The space within the rail- 
ings of the bar is crowded with visitors from Tay- 
lorvHie and vicinity, local loungers and poliiti- 
cians. Behind their counsel are seated Clementi, 
Petius and John C,.

isa presentable young inan of 25, witha blende 
mustache, fair complexion and a vacant ‘look.

IS IT THE SANTA FE RAILWAY? 


A New Line Being Surveyed From St. Louis 
to Kansas City. 
By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

BROWNSVILLE, Mo., December 18.—A corps of 
engineers have arrived here from the West and 
are moving slowly in an Easterly direction, mak- 
ing a very careful survey. The chief engineer, 
Mr, Braddock, was interviewed by your corre- 
spondent but politely declined toimpart any in- 
formation that would determine in whose interest 
the survey Was being made, The party comprise 
about fifteen persons andis well equipped with 


tents, ete. It has come to light that they started 
at Pleasant Hilland run north to Chappel Hill, 
where they intersected what is Known as the 
Hayward and Hawkins survey, made two years 
ago from Hannibal to Kansas City, and which 
was claimed to be the best grade ever obtained 
across the S ‘ 

It is reported that at Chappel Hill the party dl- 
vided, part going west to Kansas City,and the oth- 
er east, which just reached here. Thus far 
they have followed iu a general way the Hayward 
survey, and will presumably cross the river at 
Arrow Rock, and thence direct to St. Louis, mak- 
lng it about foriy miles shorter than any of the 
existing lines between St. Louis and Kausas City, 
and & much beiter grade. The citizens hail with 
delight the prospects of another raiiroad and from 
statistics recently compiled this is one of the best 
shipping points. for grair and live stock in the 
Western part of the state and the pasnenges busi- 
ness is very large, attracted by the celebrated 
Sweet Springs, just one mile distant. It Is esti- 
mated that the Sweet Springs business alone is 
worth anuually tothe Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
forty thousand dollars and is rapidly increasing. 

It will be remembered that the Atchison 
Topeka and Saata Fe Railroad have a branch line 
terminating at VPieasant Hill, Mo., and it is a 
plausible ry that this survey fs belug made in 
that interest, looking to an outlet across the state 
to the Mississippi River.

A MILLIONAIRE’S WIDOW. 


Sensational Story of the Career of Mrs, 


Simona B. Paige. 
From a Cincinnati Special. 

The Commercial-Gazette has a three-column 
account of the career of Mrs. Alice Paige, 
the wife of Simon B. Paige, the millionaire 
lumberman of the Northwest, who was found 
dead frum a builet wound in his head, March 
14, 1882, in his room in a Davenport, lowa, 
hotel. C, C. Paige, a brother of the dead 
man, became convinced that the new wife of 
his brother—they had been married but two 
months and two days—was an adventur 
and employed Detective J. C. Grannan o 
this city to ascertain her history. Mr. Paige 
told the detective that his brother married 
the woman, whose name was Mrs. Mary E. 
Fogar, in Brookiyn, but she had formeri 
lived in Cincinnati, aid, he had understood, 
was once an actress. ‘The detective says the 
case has been a diffl®ult and tedious que, and 
has resuited in the obtaining of tue fuollow- 
ing information: 

Years ago a woman named Libby was left 
a widow iu Davenport with two girls, Laura 
and Mary. ‘The giris peddied pop on the 
streets, and the latter, with whom this 
story has to deal, was known as “Pop 
Mary.”’ The father had patented a ‘‘cure- 
ali’ called “Raven Oil,”” aud the widow ad- 
vertised for some one to sellit. William E. 
Fogar, of Indianapolis, responded, and after- 
ward married Mary. ‘They soon separated, 
and the girls and thelr mother came to Cin- 
cinnati to live. The girls obtained employ- 
meut at the Grand Opera House as ballet- 
dancers, where they appeared asthe Pier- 
pont Sisters, Mary changiug her name to 
Alice. While there employed, and living on 
Barr street, Alice read in the papers of the 
burning of the Beckwith House in Oshkosh, 
Wis., and how Simon Paige, a man of great 
Wealth, offered $5,000 to any one who woud 
save his wife. She was rescued by a fire- 
man, but died soon after, and Paige refused 
to pay the reward. Alice read everything 
she could find about this man, and finally 
wrote a gushing letter to him. 
saying she was an old friend of hisdead wi'e 
and ovthing would give her so much pieasure 
as to become the governess of his children. 
The rich man wrote back thanking her for 
her sympathy, but saying he had no chil- 
dren. Nothing daunted, Alice wrote again, 
recalling incidents in the life of Mrs. Paige 
which she had taken from the papers. 
Paige became interested in her, and wrote 
in reply tnat he should like to meet so dear a 
friend of his late wite, lu the meantime the 
family moved to Brooklyn, anda meeting 
was arranged there. In anticipation of Mr. 
Paige’s visit furniture and carpets were 
boughton credit, and were atterwards re- 
plevined. Alice represented herself as a 
widow. Paige fell fntothe trap, and they 
became engaged. He wanted to be married 
at once, but the ballet-girl put him off, say- 
ing he ought to wait until his wife had been 
dead two years. In the meantime she quietiy 
obtained a divorce from Fogar in the Cincin- 
naticourts. Then they were matried Jan- 
uary 9, 1882, at No. 379 VPacitic street, Brook. 
lyn, and **Pop Mary,” the street peddler, 
‘Alice Pierpont,” the ballet-dancer, aia Mrs. 
Mary E. Fogar, the scheming widow, became 
the wife of a millionaire. 

When Paige was found dead in his room 
in the Davenport Hotel it was given out that 
he had committed suicide, but there are 
those who have always had a different theory 
aboutit. His wite did not attend the funer- 
al, butapplied to be appointed administra- 
trix of his estate. His death led to severa! 
failures, which are said to have aggregated 
$9,000,000. It will be claimed that there are 
informalities in the Cincinnati divorce 
which, taken in connection withthe wom- 
an’s character and career, will make it easy 
to secure a declaration that her marriage 
with Paige was void. It is said that the es- 
tate is worth several miilions.

THE BAD EGGS. 


They Are Made Valuable No Matter 


How Old, 
Frem the Philadelphia Réturd. ., 


“Here comes the egg man,” said a produce 
dealer on Water street as Michael Metzier 
drove up his wagon. The meré fact of being 
an egg man wouid not cause further inquiry, 
but Metzier’s business with eggs is a some- 
what peculiar one. He deals in all sorts of 
ben fruit—the freshly laid, those that have 
traveled from the West and been on the rvad 
so long as to be unfit for table use, cracked, 
specked or odoriferous, those that have been 
frozen, and anything but one that has be- 
come dried. When there is a railroad acci- 
dent to a produce train Metzleris generally 
the first man on hand to capture the eggs, 
He searches the produce stores high and low, 
and when he has laidina stock of wares an 
invitation for a ride on the front seat of the 
waged would most probably be declined. 

‘The eggs are divided up between tanners, 
morocco-dressers, confectioners and fine 
papermakers. Lhe tanners take the yelk, 
and never question the freshness of the 
produce; the confectioners and paper men 
are eager fur the fuaming white. Vast quan- 
tities of the yelks are used,and only recently 
has it been possible forthe leather men to 
obtain them in quantities. Twelve years 
ago the morocco and kid men were com- 
pelled to crack their own eggs, and the white 
was thrown away. Nicholas Liebeek con. 
ceived the idea of supplying them and using 
the rest fur the purposes named above, The 
yelks are mixed with flour and sait and a 
dough is made. This is used for sizing and 
dressing. Liebeexk was followed iu business 
by Metzier, and these are believed to be the 
only two in this city, although there area 
dozen in New York, some of whom have |u- 
crative and extensive trades. It is impos- 
sible to use machinery in breaking the eggs 
on accouut of the care thatis to be exercised, 
ane yelks are carefully separated from the 
white. , 

Foiks who are fond of good things from 
the confectioners’ should bear in miud that 
only the most recent of cne products are 
sola tothem. At least thatis the supposi- 
tion. The paper men are not so particular 
regarding age. ‘The white which they secure 
must be clean, for if a singie streak of veik 
should creep in, then when the paper is sized 
it will havea yellowish streak through it, 
These parts of the eggs are disposed of 
by the gallon, at nominal figures, and the 
egg men are familiar to most of the dealers. 
Jast what prices are obtained the men re- 
fuse to state. 
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Probabilities 
Are that my holiday tradein diamonds will ex- 
ceed that of any house in the city. My reputation 
for selling goods low and guaranteeing satisfac- 
tion or no sale,is sure to win.

It is pretty generally known that the live- 
ly little coterie of young lords and men of 
fashion who form the Prince of Wales’ pri- 
vate and particular “set” are rather addict- 
ed to playing practicat jokes on one another, 
and even the prince himself has occasionally 
been made the vietim of such boyish pranks, 
though he Is-always able and ready to puta 
stop to these play ul procentines when they 
seem to going too far. Dr. Wi liam How- 
ard Russell, the famous Crimean corresvond- 
ent of The Times, familiarly known in the 
prince’s circie as “Biily’’ Russell, is a favor- 
ite object of these jocose practices, and>I 
bave even heard of such an undignified inci- 
dent enacted under royal eyes as a noble 
guest having gone to sleep after dining ‘‘not 
wisely but too well,” and ov waking up find- 
ing his face painted as black as Otheilo’s,and 
a string of toys tiled round his neck. One 
of the last victims of these ilius- 
trious skylarkings has been Mr. Chris- 
topher Sykes, member of Parliament for the 
East Riding of Yorkshire, a son of the late 
famous fux-hunting squire, Sir Tatten Sykes 
and owner of a fine estate near Hull, called 
Brantingham Thorpe. “Kit” Sykes, as he is 
familiarly called, isa very good feilow, but 
he has the reputation of being a littie ‘‘near” 
and his preserves are said to be not quite so 
liberally stocked with game ds his friends 
and visitors might desire. I do not say that 
it is his habit, as it is that of some country 
gentiemeh who a be named, when they 
have a large sporting party down at their 
places. to get their piantations stocked with 
pheasants and game bought and brought 
down for the occasion, But it is evidently 
something of this sort which prompted some 
of bis gay companions to play a joke upon 
him which has caused not a little commoffon 
in potite 7 | In an obseure corner of 
the Yorkshire Post, an organ of the conser- 
vative party and the sporting interest, the 
other day appeared the following curious 
paragraph: 

“A Varied Bag—Mr. C. Sykes, M. P.,.has 
entertained a distinguished party at Brant- 
ingham Thorpe during the past week. First- 
rate sport was obtained in the .well-stocked 
preserves. Indeed, we believe the bag for 
quahtity and variety has rarely, if ever, been 
surpassed in the British Istands. By the per- 
mission of Mr. Sykes weappend itin ex- 
tenso: 2,146 rabbits, 1,158 hares, 8 cock 
pheasants, 1 hen partridge, 233 water-hens, 
158 thrushes, 40 misse! thrushes, 17 polccats, 
2 stoats, 3 magpies, 146 jays, 5 peewits, 1 
water rat, besides a large variety of sea fowl. 
A large consignment of woud-cock Was 
speciaily ordered from Holland fur the occa- 
sion, but failed to arrive in time.” 

How the editor of asportihg paper eould 
have been induced to insert sucha trans- 
parent hoax I cannot say, but Mr. Sykes was 
very avgry at being made fun of in this 
way, and sent a lawyer’s letter to the York- 
shire Post, threatening proceedings. Thete- 
upon appeared a paragraph apologiz- 
ing for the publication of the story, 
and declaring that it had been 
communicated by a “gentléman of position 
in the county.” Mr. Sykes then demanded 
to know the name of this gentleman, who, on 
being telegraphed to at once expressed his 
readiness to ‘own up.” ‘The practical joker 
then. tarned outto be no other than Vis- 
cofnt Lascelles, .eldest son of the Earl of 
Harewood, and, like Mr. Sykes himself, an 
intimate friend of the Prince of Wales. In 
days gone bya matter of this sort would 
probably have been made “an aifair of hon- 
or’ and blood might have been shed over it. 
We live in milder times, and the end of this 
story is pot a tragicone. It is believed that 
the Prince of Wales personally intervened to 
make peace between the parties. Lord La- 
scelies sent a frank apology to Mr. Sykes for 
the trick-played upon him, and Mr. Sykes,
